To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan in the 
County of Grafton in said State qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hcuse 
in said townon Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, 
at ten of the clock inthe forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote a 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, ‘Treasurer, 
Overseer of the Poor, one Library Trustee for three 
years, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, and 
three Highway Agents. 

Article 2. To choose by major vote a collector of 
taxes, surveyors of lumber, fence viewers, measurers of 
wood and bark, weighers of hay and straw, cemetery. 
agents, and such other officers and agents as the town 
may judge necessary to be chosen. 

Article 3. To see what action the town wiil take in 
regard to the compensSation of the Collector of Taxes and 
the limitation of time of settlement with the town. 

Article 4. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to giving a discount on taxes. 

Article 5. To see if the town will raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray town expenses, in- 
cluding maintenance of the poor, salaries and expenses 
of the town officers, expense of the municipal court, po- 
lice department, health department, forest fire depart- 
ment, highway department, cemeteries, including cost 
of driving hearse, and all necessary expenses. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to accept pro- 
visions of Chapter 117, laws of 1917, on an unimproved 
section of the Mascoma road, so called, and appropriate 
the sum of $350 for this purpose. 
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Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $2198 for Trunk Line maintenance. . 

Article 8. To see ifthe town will vote to raise the sum 
of $1775 for State Aid maintenance. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to apply for 
Trunk Line Construction of highways and raise the sum 
of $8000 therefor. 

Article 10. To see ifthe town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400 in addition to the sum required by law for 
the support of the library and branch libraries. 

Article 11. To see if the town will vote for all night 
service of street lighting. 

Article 12. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal 
voters, to see if the town will vote to install an electric 
light on pole opposite the residence of John P. Daines at, 
West Canaan. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to install five 
more electric lights between Canaan Center and the top 
of Pound Hill, so called. 

Article 14. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal 
voters, to see if the town will vote to add four new 
street lights by extending the line towards Grafton and 
appropriate money for the same. 

Article 15. To see ifthe town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400 for the purpose of continuing the control of 
the White Pine Blister Rust. 

Article 16. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal 
voters, to see ifthe town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1000 for the repairing and construction of concrete side- 
walks in the village of Canaan and appropriate money 


therefor. 
Article 17. Pursuant to a petition of ten or more legal 


voters, to see if the town will vote to erect a town build- 
ing on the town’s lot in Canaan village and authorize 
the selectmen to appropriate or borrow the sum of $4000 
to be applied toward the cost of same, said article to be 
voted on by ballot. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to accept the

Superintendent’s Report 


To the members of the School Board: 
Gentlemen— 

There have been no new developments among the 
schools of the town during the past year, except in the 
matter of health supervision; rather there has beena 
steady and consistent effort to establish and develop cer- 
tain definite educational standards upon the basis laid 
down a year ago inthe consolidation of the school dis- 
tricts. There has been avery real and avery indus- 
trious attempt on the part of our teachers to deepen in 
our pupils the appreciation of education and to train 
them in a more effective way to read intelligently, to be- 
come quicker and more accurate at figures, and to un- 
derstand the real meaning of history and geography, 
especially in their world relation. Results in education 
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are extremely difficult to measure and judge. Certain 
testing scales have been used in our schools during the 
past year designed to measure the abilities of pupils in 


reading efficiency and other school subjects. : 
It is found that while most of the pupils are able to 


read rapidly and understandingly yet to many of them 
reading is a painfully slow process. This slowness in 
reading and inability to take in the meaning of what is 
read rapidly and well is a serious handicap to pupils in 
studying history, literature and other school subjects in 
which much reading is required. Hence during the 
past year various methods have been employed from our 
primary grades up to secure more rapid and more intel- 
ligent silent reading. In three schools of the district 
have very special efforts been made, viz: the Village 
school, Canaan Center and West Canaan, and the qual- 
ity of the reading is very noticeably improving in those 
primary grades. Children who have defective eyesight, 
to whom letters appear blurred, double or otherwise in- 
distinct, can never learn to read very efficiently. No 
matter how naturally intelligent they are unless they can 
see the letter and word forms sharply and distinctly their 
reading will always be stumbling and slow and their 
spelling more orless erratic and all their higher grade 
work which depends on reading ability will be but half 
done. Unless pupils can see well they cannot read 
print and unless they can read well they cannot profit by 
the education given in the schools. The number of such 
cases in our schools is not startling, but there are many 
whose eyesight is not good and consequently read with 
considerable effort. Poor eyesight and not poor brains 


is responsible for much poor school work. 
This naturally introduces the subject of lighting in 


our schoolrooms. There is hardly a school room in town 
where sufficient window light is provided. The gram- 
mar room at the Village is poorly lighted. The West 
Farms and Birch Corner school have such dark ceilings 
that poor lighting results, besides a small proportion of 
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window space; West Canaan is better provided for, but 
still not enough. The best lighted buildings in town are 
the high school and Center, both rooms. The electric 
lights have been a great advantage on the short winter 
days, especially in cloudy weather. The cost of such 
light for the entire town schools up to date has not been 


above $25 and we feel it is money well expended. 
Pupils have improved considerably in attendance 


and punctuality. The percentage of tardy marks is 
very low—it should be still lower—however, a distinct 
improvement in this regard has been made. 

One distinct form of progress has appeared again 
this year, the employment of a school nurse for one-half 
the year. ‘T'wo years ago, Mrs. Georgena Mansur, of 
Concord, was employed for six weeks to do work in 
Orange, Canaan and Enfield. The result of her work 
was so satisfactory that an attempt was made to secure 
her services the following year for a somewhat longer 
time as Grafton requested to join with us. Mrs. Man- 
sur was unable to come, however, and no nurse was em- 
ployed. Last fall through the generosity of the State 
Board ot Education, the towns of Orange, Canaan and 
Enfield were enabled to employ a very efficient school 
nurse in the person of Miss Elizabeth H. McCauley, 
who brought to us an experience in school work of half 
a dozen years. Much has been accomplished in direct- 
ing our children toward better health conditions. A 
somewhat detailed report of her.work will be found 
joined to this report. The generosity of the State Board 
alluded to consists in paying for us the entire expenses 
of the nurse so that the cost tothese three towns will 
eventually be absolutely nothing. It will be recalled by 
people versed in school affairs that the regulations of 
the State Board of Education, which have the effect of 
law. require all school districts in the state to make pro- 
vision for the proper safeguarding of the pupils’ health. 
This is one of the six requirements of standard schools. 
This requirement is especially binding upon all dis- 


/ 
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tricts aided by the state and without such provision state 
aid may be withheld. 

The report of the headmaster of the high school at- 
tached to this report sets forth the condition of affairs in 
the high school. It was found necessary at the begin- 
ning of the year to add another teacher to the faculty and 
Miss Irene Lynch, well known to many of our towns- 
people, was employed. Her work has consisted in 
teaching English, History and Biology. ~Considerable 
new science equipment has been added this year in 
Chemistry and Biology. Next year, the school being 
now very well equipped, but a small sum of money will 
be needed for this purpose. Our equipment for science 
work is as good as found in many larger high schools 
and has been very favorably commented on by state 
officials. An additional room was added tothe high 
school for recitation purposes by finishing over the entry 
room ofthe primary room and cutting a new entrance 
to the primary room on the east side of the build- 
ing. The high school has now reached its capacity; 
possibly a half dozen more pupils can be accommodated, 
but even that will be at the cost of some inconvenience 
and disagreeable crowding. 

Last year there were six pupils from outside towns; 
this year there are ten. ‘These ten pupils are being sup- 
ported by their respective towns by payment of $700 into 
the district treasury, which isof substantial assistance to 
us. 

The principal changes in the teaching staff have oc- 
curred in the rural schools. At Birch Corner, Miss 
Nellie R. Lynch; at North Canaan, Miss Thalia L\ 
Sloan, both from the summer course at Keene Normal 
School; at West Farms, Miss Pauline Lemorey, from the 
summer course at Plymouth, are doing very successful 
work. Miss Edith Bucklin withdrew from teaching last 
year much to our regret. Otherwise our teachers are 
the same as last year. It is felt that the work done by 
these teachers is better than that of last year in most 
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cases. This would naturally be the case as they gain in 
experience and educational wisdom. 

In conclusion the superintendent and the teachers 
wish to thank the school board and the townspeople for 
their kindly and constant support, forebearance and en- 
couragement.

Report of the Headmaster 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of 
the School Board: 
Gentlemen-— 

It is a pleasure to present to you at this time, for 
your consideration, my second repcrt as headmaster of 
your high school. 

The Canaan High School opened its second year as 
a four-year high school Monday, September 8, 1924, © 
with an enrollment of 50 pupils—25 girls and 25 boys. 
Later entrance brought the school roll to a maximum of 
56 pupils, of whom 29 were boys and 27 girls. 

September ages indicate that the oldest member of the 
school is 19 years, 1 month; the youngest 12 years, 6 
months, covering a range of 6 years, 7 months. The 
average age of our high school pupils is 19 years, 7 
months. 

Tuition pupils are distributed as follows: Danbury 
1, Dorchester 1, Grafton 4, Hill 1, Orange 3. The total 
is 10, which is a net gain of 4 tuition pupils over last 
year. 

The following table indicates the grammar schools 
represented and the number of pupils entering from each.

Since September 8 there have been 9 discharges, 
making the present enrollment 47 pupils. 

The teaching staff has increased from three to four 
members, making possible the division of the course in 
History of Civilization into two unit courses, the additi- 
on of a course in biology and advanced courses in English 
and Mathematics.

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On Friday, June 13, 1924, the first four-year class of 
four members graduated from the Canaan High School. 
The membership of the class was one girl and three 
boys. ‘Two have entered post-secondary institutions. 

The above report is mainly statistical. There are 
‘some points to which I would especially call your at- 


tention. 
The enrollment is significant—especially for the 


future. Our class rooms are smali, and this year we 
have had difficulty in finding class room space sufficient 
to insure successful teaching. A small room was parti- 
tioned off down stairs last September for high school 
use, but it was occupied to its limit even before it was 
completed. It has served its purpose this year—but if 
the school is to extend its influence and fuifill its obli- 
gation to the community, the problem of more spacious 
accommodations must be’ met. 

The point has been reached where the expense for 
text books and equipment may be expected not to in- 
crease materially. In establishing a four-year course 
the expense of books and laboratory equipment has of 
course been heavy. At the present time the laboratory 
is well equipped for both physics and chemistry. A 
fair start has been made toward laboratory equipment 
for biology. The present laboratory offers opportunity 
to meet the minimum state requirements. If breakage 
can be replaced and a few new pieces of apparatus sup- 
plied each year, it should be possible to care for classes 
with a membership up to fifteen at a nominal cost. 

The history department is in need of standard refer- 
ence books and, in the case of History of Civilization, a 
series of charts. The town library through its local 
branch has been very liberal in lending books to the 
school, thus supplying much*needed references. I take 
this opportunity to thank the library officials and especi- 
ally the librarians for their hearty cooperation. 

The popularity that the commerce curriculum has 
attained is a matter of concern, The commercial branch 


ve 


of our school is new; it has been in existence only two 
years; yet 65 percent of the pupils are enrolled in com- 
mercial courses, an increase of 13 percent over last year. 
Were it not for the fact that other teachers care for the 
language history, and part of the mathematical require- 
ments of the commerce pupils, it would be entirely be- 
yond reason to expect a single teacher to do satisfactory 
work. As it is, the commercial teacher is busy six per- 
iods out of seven and spends a considerable share of the 
seventh in helping individual pupils. A similar a- 
mount of work is carried by each and every teacher. If 
the enrollment in the Commerce Curriculum increases 
another 12 percent next year, and it is not beyond 
reason to expect that it will, we shall be facing a pro- 


blem. 
The equipment of this department is satisfactory ex- 


cept that a few new typewriters will be needed next year 
to meet the increased demands of larger classes. 

Our attendance record is good,—better than that of 
the average school in our state. Individual attendance 
has a direct bearing on the accomplishment of the 
school. A singfe absence retards a whole class, a tardy 
pupil upsets the recitation which he enters. Many re- 
gard absence and tardiness as a personal matter, it is 
more than that; it is of social concern, for it affects the 
whole class and even the whole school. Parents in 
Canaan seem to realize these facts and their attitude is 
reflected in our attendance record. The pupils them- 
selves as a whole, show-a commendable attitude. Some 
of them have walked to school on snowshoes when toads 
were impassable and in one instance several of them 
walked to school when their conveyance broke down 
when it would have been easier and considerably nearer 
for them to have returned home. 

The statistics showing the progress of pupils appear 
to show unsatisfactory results. In a measure they do 
show that something is wanting in our high school. 
There are two primary reasons for the above results. 
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First, there is a lack of high school ideals, of school un- 
ity, morale, and of standards of achievement among the 
pupils. Secondly, the teaching staff realize the lack of 
high school standards among the pupils; they also re- 
alize that if our school is to be recognized asaclass A 
high school the standard requirements set by the state 
must be met. Consequently the work this year has 
been made more difficult with the hope of attaining 
such standards. 

The remedies for these conditions are necessarily 
slow to operate. A school spirit worthy of the name is 
gradually asserting itself among the pupils. There 
seems to be a greater solidarity and a more serious atti- 
tude toward school work than was in evidence last year. 

The second problem offers the parents an opportun- 
ity to assist the school materially. High school work 
makes such demands upon the pupils that they cannot 
do all their studying in school as is the custom in grade 
schools. Two hours of home study is generally desir- 
able and in many cases a necessity, if high school work 
is to be successfully completed. Parents can make a 
real contribution to the progress of the school if they see 
to it that home study is faithfully performed. 

Our records indicate that visits of parents number- 
ed four last year and to date this year two. We are al- 
ways pleased to have parents visit our school and hope 
that more parents will be able to observe, first hand, 
what is being done in the high school. 

The teachers of the high school staff have given 
freely of their talents, have given much time that they 
could legitimately claim as theirown, have been very 
conscientious and have cooperated with the headmaster 
in every instance. With such a teaching staff and with 
the support of parents and pupils, the present school 
year should produce tangible results.

Report of School Nurse 


To Mr. H. H. Pratt, Superintendent of Schools 
Canzan, N74: 

Following is a resume of health supervision, includ- 
ing inspection of children, follow-up work, and clinics, 
during the months of September, October, November 
and December, 1924:

Notice of defects were sent to parents and seventy- - 
five (75) home visits were made, follow-up work in the 
homes being one of the most important features of public 
health nursing. 

To accomplish ecules in the short time given to 
health work in small towns, it is necessary to concentrate 
on those defects which are most common, and of greatest 
importance from health aspect. 

When no organized health work is carried on about 
90 per cent. of the children need dental attention. Mouth 
cleanliness not only prevents dental disease but proves 
to be a most valuable insurance for general health: 

The School Board and the Red Cross of Canaan 
made it possible for a dental clinic to be held. The 
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equipment, portable chair and foot engine, coming from 
the State Board of Education, cost only transportation 
charges. 

The services of Dr. G. A. Danforth of Manchester, 
N. H., childrens’ specialist in dental hygiene, were se- 
cured and the clinic opened November 17. 

Seventeen full days were given tothe clinic in which

The large number of tonsils checked is due to the 
fact that school nursing is preventive work and is a re- 
minder to parents to more carefully watch throat condi- 
tions. 

One of the most important defects to be corrected is 
that of vision. . Conservation of eyesight is of vital im- 
portance, and any abnormal eye condition should have 
proper treatment. Many children are handicapped all 
through life because of the neglect of parents to recog- 
nize the importance of correcting eye defects. 

Another important problem that up-to-date medical 
men have to meet today is a disease called goiter. The 
time to treat this affection is in the early stages. 
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Heart and lung examinations are not made by a 
school nurse, therefore a clinic was planned, making it 
possible for any child or adult to have a free chest ex- 
amination. On November 20th Dr. Robert Kerr, exam- 
ining physician for the N. H. T. B. Association, examin- 
ed thirty-two patients. Results as follows:

As a result of this clinic one child was taken to Pem- 
brooke Sanitorium, where he is having proper treatment 
and attending open air school. Follow-up work of 
other cases is done by the county tuberculosis nurse. | 

The Modern Health Crusade started in all schools is 
a system of teacning good health habits and is a great 
link between home and school in health work. 

The slogan of the survival of the fittest has given 
way to a new ideal, that of fitting as many as possible to 
survive.
